A HAVERHILL father has 
pleaded guilty to a hit-and-run 
which left a footballer needing 
both his legs amputated from 
the knee down. 

Jan Adamec, 40, of Shetland 
Road, admitted two counts 
of causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving when he 
appeared via video link from 
Bedford Prison at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Monday 

He wore a dark grey T-shirt 
and blue jeans and spoke only 
to confirm his name and enter 
his pleas. 

He had pleaded not guilty to 
the two charges at an earlier 
hearing at Peterborough Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court. 


The chef will remain in cus¬ 
tody until September 9 when 
he will be sentenced. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said: “I’m worried that in a 
case as serious as this we can’t 
proceed without a pre-sen¬ 
tence report.” 

He adjourned the sentenc¬ 
ing for that report to be pro¬ 
duced. 

Adamec crashed his grey 
Ford Focus into Shaun Whiter 
and Joey Abbs’ stationary ve¬ 
hicles on July 1 at 10.59pm on 
Dullingham Road near New¬ 
market. 

The court heard that friends 
Mr Whiter and Mr Abbs had 
stopped to change a tyre on

CUTS that could see services 
for vulnerable Haverhill adults 
scrapped are being discussed 
tomorrow, 

Representatives from the West 
Suffolk and Ipswich and East 
Suffolk Clinical Commissioning 
Groups (CCGs) will be on 
Haverhill's market square 
tomorrow from 11am to 2pm. 

The event is part of a 
consultation on proposals that 
would see the number of IVF 
cycles provided for couples 
reduced and services for 
marginalised and vulnerable 
adults focused on Ipswich. 

This would mean a regular 
Wedsnesday clinic held in 
Haverhill for vulnerable and 
marginalised adults such as 
homeless people and refugees 
would be closed. 

The changes would also 
mean that couples can only 
have either one cycle of IVF 
or no cycles at all unless they 
apply for funding - when they 
are currently allowed up to two 
cycles for women up to the age 
of 40.

Family physio 
plea for Aiden 


THE parents of a 6-year-old 
boy who has cerebral palsy 
are hoping to raise thousands 
of pounds for the physio he 
needs to walk independently. 

Doctors told Vicky and Ga¬ 
reth Thomas, from Haverhill, 
their son Aiden would be a 
wheelchair user when he was 
diagnosed with the neuro¬ 
logical condition just a few 
months into his life. 

But when Aiden was two 
his parents raised £38,000 
which enabled him to have 
life-changing surgery at the 
St Louis Children’s Hospital 
in the American city of Mis¬ 
souri. 

Now Aiden can walk inde¬ 
pendently at home and uses 
a frame or a cane when out 
and about. 

But the family - who live in 
Arrendene Road - are spend¬ 
ing up to £10,000 a year on 
the intensive physiotherapy 
Aiden needs to keep up his 
progress. 

The money they raised 
when Aiden was two has 
completely run out and they 
have launched a fresh fund¬ 
raising campaign so he can 
continue the regular ses-

sions. 

Vicky, a 37-year-old mas¬ 
sage therapist, said: “We 
have been completely over¬ 
whelmed in all honesty by 
the generosity of the town 
and we know it’s a big ask 
starting again.” 

But it is crucial that Aiden 
continues his physio while 
he is young, as it will enable 
him to live a full and active 
life when he is older. 

He currently has a two- 
hour block of physio every 
Saturday, and an intensive 
week of daily two-hour 
blocks every school holiday. 

“Aiden is so much more 
confident,” said Vicky. “He 
willingly joins in with activi¬ 
ties if we go to a party or a 
sports club. We never would 
have dreamed that he would 
be able to go to sports clubs 
without me helping him.” 

Aiden attends New Cangle 
Primary School alongside his 
identical twin brother Owen, 
who does not have cerebral 
palsy. 


“Owen is fantastic with 
Aiden,” said Vicky. “Aiden still 
needs a little bit of help get¬ 
ting dressed and Owen will 
help him get his trousers on. 
He comes to physio and sits 
and plays. 

“We want them to grow up 
together.” 

As part of the family’s fun¬ 
draising Aiden’s dad Gareth, 
a 31-year-old operations 
director for a window clean¬ 
ing company, is taking on an 
Ironman Triathlon next year. 

Aiden himself will be tak¬ 
ing on an 100m walk with¬ 
out his frame or cane as part 
of an event run by disabil¬ 
ity charity Parallel London in 
September. 

“It’s something that he can 
do himself,” said Vicky.

We need to be 
more active 

NEW research has revealed that 
office workers need to do twice as 
much exercise as other adults to 
reduce their risk of premature death - 
and has recommended walking more 
(published in The Lancet medical 
journal, reported July 28).

They 
will be rewarded with a happier 
and healthier workforce - bringing 
with it cost savings on sick pay, and 
employees who return from a walk 
feeling refreshed and motivated.

This dog was off lead in a public 


place with children playing on the 
swings etc. Once again I'm told 
'he's friendly' - by this time I'm not! 
The rest you can only guess and I 
observed the other dog owners on 
the field at the same time all pulled 
their dogs close to them. How 
much longer do we have to put up 
with what should be an enjoyable 
afternoon out with our dogs being 
ruined by people who have no 
intention of obeying the law and 
will the council also ensure there is 
adequate signage all round the East 
Town Park to indicate where dog 
owners should have their dogs on a 
lead. 

I hope and pray that a dog running 
amok away from its owner never 
sees a child as something to go for. 
But I feel it's only time before this 
happens.

and his family. Obviously he 
now awaits the sentencing 
before he can begin to put 
this process behind him.”

Through monthly wellbe¬ 
ing checks, CPG staff man¬ 
aged to secure lason work 
experience at Haverhill’s 
leisure centre, and he now 
has a job lined up. 


“It gives me a bit of a con¬ 
fidence boost,” he said. 

The Crowland Road 
property was showcased at 
an open day last week, and 
residents are set to move in 
later this year. 

As well as wellbeing 
checks, residents benefit

Warning over 
swimming 
after drinking

POLICE are warning young people not to go 
swimming in unsafe outdoor spots - partic¬ 
ularly after drinking alcohol. 

Haverhill police have received numerous 
reports of young people swimming in the 
new pond on Haverhill Research Park and at 
the Stour Brook gauging station in Sturmer. 

PSCO Les Scott said that at the Sturmer 
gauging station, where there are signs up 
saying “no swimming”, youngsters have 
been using a chute designed to measure wa¬ 
ter flow as a slide. 

He said: “They don’t put those signs up 
for no reason - we don’t know what’s in the 
river. It’s just up from the sewage plant.” 

He said that at this location residents had 
reported young people drinking alcohol 
while they went swimming - increasing the 
likelihood of an accident. 

“We really are concerned about the safety 
of individuals,” PSCO Scott said. “Parents 
need to know where young people are. They 
certainly should not be allowing them to 
swim in rivers and ponds.” 

He said that both Suffolk and Essex police 
were aware of the incidents, as Sturmer is 
over the Essex border. 

He estimated that the incidents have 
been going on for the last month, due to hot 
weather, with groups of up to eight young 
people meeting at either spot. 

PCSO Scott said: “We need to get the mes¬ 
sage out to young people that swimming in 
ponds, rivers and lakes in the area really is 
unsafe.” 

In 2014 Cambridgeshire schoolboy Rony 
John drowned after going swimming in a 
river with his friends. 


Development plans 
lead to concerns 

COUNCILLORS have raised concerns about 
the level of parking available at two planned 
developments on a busy Haverhill street. 

At a meeting of Haverhill Town Council’s 
planning committee on Tuesday, two ap¬ 
plications for developments in the town’s 
Camps Road were discussed. 

Developers are proposing building 17 
new homes on the site of the town’s former 
magistrates court, and 50 retirement flats 
on an adjacent site. 

Both developments would be very near 
Place Farm Primary School, and council¬ 
lors say that the road is heavily congested at 
school run times. 

Cllr Quillon Fox said: “It’s bad enough 
down there at school times. It’s absolute 
murder.” 

The planning committee was considering 
a revised version of the application for re¬ 
tirement flats, as it had previously objected 
on the grounds of parking. 

But the revised application added just 
two new places - bringing the total up to 18 
spaces for 50 flats. 

The application for 17 houses includes a 
total of 34 parking spaces. 

Councillors said this was not enough as 
it meant that four-bedroom houses would 
not have the required three parking spaces. 

Cllr Jason Crooks said: “If 34 spaces are 
not enough for 17 developments, then 18 
spaces are not enough for 50.” 

It was pointed out that plan for the block 
of flats met the required number of parking 
spaces for care homes. 

Both applications will now be considered 
by St Edmundsbury Borough Council.

Clean-up group 
to tackle brook 


A GROUP has been set up to 
clear rubbish from a Haver¬ 
hill waterway. 

Rivercare Haverhill is set 
to hold its first event on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Residents who want to 
get involved are invited to 
meet at Lavender House 
in Haverhill’s Withersfield 
Road at 9am to set off down 
the Stour Brook. 

Group leader Dominick 
Thoburn said to event would 
be practical, with volunteers 
cleaning rubbish from the 
brook, but also educational. 

He said those who at¬ 
tended would begin to learn 
what they could do to make 
the waterway a good habitat 
for local flora and fauna. 

He said: “Rivercare Haver¬ 
hill is all about improving 
wildlife, helping wildlife.

Rivercare is an initiative 
that runs across East Anglia, 
funded by Anglian Water 
and delivered by Keep Brit¬ 
ain Tidy. It aims to empower 
people to improve their lo¬ 
cal natural environment. 

Mr Thoburn said he con¬ 
tacted Rivercare after dis¬ 
covering the extent of the 
rubbish in the Stour Brook. 

He said: “When we first 
moved in, me and my girl¬ 
friend did take a walk down 
the river. There were shop¬ 
ping trolleys, motorcycle 
tyres, a toilet.” 

He decided to take mat¬ 
ters into his own hands and 
over the last four months 
has set up a branch of River¬ 
care in Haverhill. 

The process included hav¬ 


ing Environment Agency 
representatives look at the 
area. 

Mr Thoburn said that the 
meeting on Saturday would 
be the first of an ongoing se¬ 
ries held every two months. 

He hoped it would give 
residents ideas about what 
they could do to improve the 
brook. This could including 
planting trees and bushes 
or removing foliage to allow 
more light to reach the wa¬ 
terway. 

Mr Thoburn has also con¬ 
tacted a local school, which 
will be having regular ses¬ 
sions with him to teach its 
pupils how to care for the 
brook.

Vets raise cash for dog charities

LIVES could be saved in 
Haverhill by firefighters be¬ 
ing trained to attend medical 
emergencies. 

The fire station is one of 
just five across Suffolk chosen 
to participate in a national 
trial scheme, which aims to 
get help to people suffering a 
heart attack as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. 

From September, if some¬ 
one suffers a cardiac arrest 
in the Haverhill area, the am¬ 
bulance service will call the 
fire and rescue service and, 
if available, a fire crew will be 
sent to the emergency. 

A fire engine may be able to 
attend more quickly than an 
ambulance. 

Firefighters can then ad¬ 
minister life-saving support 
until an ambulance and para¬ 
medic arrive. 

The ambulance service will 
continue to send its staff to 
all cardiac arrests during the 


trial - but the help given a few 
minutes earlier could save 
lives. 

Suffolk county councillor 
Matthew Hicks said: “This 
initiative will ensure that peo¬ 
ple in Suffolk, whose lives are 
in danger, get help and assis¬ 
tance as quickly as is possible. 
I am really pleased to see Suf¬ 
folk’s firefighters and ambu¬ 
lance crews working closely 
together like this to help and 
support our communities.” 

Firefighters are currently 
receiving training from the 
ambulance service on skills 
such as resuscitation, infec¬ 
tion prevention and safe¬ 
guarding. 

The firefighters are also be¬ 
ing taught about incident re¬ 
porting, access to medical in¬ 
formation and how to use the 
equipment provided. 

The fire service already 
owns some resuscitation 
equipment, which it uses at 
the scene of fires and road ac¬ 
cidents. The ambulance ser¬ 
vice is set to provide further 
equipment such as grab bags 


and high-visibility vests. 

Suffolk’s chief fire officer 
Mark Hardingham said: “Fire 
and rescue emergencies, of 
course, come first for fire¬ 
fighters. But our crews already 
have the skills and equipment 
needed to resuscitate people 
and they will do all they can, 
as part of this trial, to help im¬ 
prove a patient’s chances of 
survival while an ambulance 
is on its way.” 

The trial is also being rolled 
out at Lowestoft South, Sud¬ 
bury, Long Melford and Felix¬ 
stowe. 

The trial will be kept under 
close review until it ends in 
February. 

Discussions are then set to 
take place to determine what 
to do next - which could in¬ 
clude permanently rolling 
out the scheme nationally or 
regionally. 


A VETERINARY surgery has 
raised £300 for two dog- 
related charities.

Veterinary care assistant 
Gemma Harrison said: “We 
wanted to keep it dog- 
related. 

“Especially Canine 
Partners, it's a very unknown 
charity. We just want to get 
the word out there because 
it's such a great cause."

A FESTIVAL held in memory of a 
Haverhill musician who died in 
a car crash has raised more than 
£2,500 for a charity that helped 
him. 

Pim:Jam was held on Saturday, 


July 30, in memory of Peter James, 
who died aged 26 in December 
2013. 

The festival raised money for the 
Suffolk Accident Rescue Service 
(SARS), which sends volunteer 
doctors to emergencies, including 
Mr James’ crash. 

This summer’s Pim:Jam at the 
Bull pub in Haverhill’s Camps 


Road, raised a total of £2,572.51, 
with 350 people buying tickets. 

There were 17 different musical 
acts and performances running 
from 12.30pm until 10pm, fol¬ 
lowed by a DJ who played until the 
early hours of the morning. There 
was a raffle, refreshments and a 
merchandise stand. 

Organiser Matt Plumb said: “We

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Why Roy’s at the top of 


Mark Taylor meets a 
Paralympic star with a bright 
future. 


T HE art of dribbling in football has 

transfixed sports fans for generations. 

Sir Stanley Matthews, George Best, 
Diego Maradona, Ryan Giggs and 
most recently Lionel Messi have 
mesmerised even the most casual of 
observers as they create magic with the 
ball at their feet. 

When the very best get in full flow 
they have the capacity to almost 
float towards and past opponents, 
leaving them rooted to the turf as 
a consequence of the spell they 
have just cast. 

It is a finesse that can have a 
hypnotic charm - the 
brilliance of which almost 
seems to come from a 
tactile relationship with the 
ball. 

In its very essence it is a 
natural connection, a feel 
and instinct that is 
honed, and it is a skill 
that has been mastered 
by Roy Turnham. 

He has the glide and weave 
and two-footed control at 
enthralling speed down to a fine 
art. 

Examples of his ability can be 
found on his Twitter feed - 
@RoyTurnhamMusic - or by 
searching his name in Google 
and hitting the video button. 

But do not let his Twitter handle 
mislead you, for while Roy may 
be a talented musician - a 
suggestion which is met by the 
response “how do you know, 
you haven’t heard me play” - he 
is also a member of the England 
blind football team. 

And in those internet clips, 

Roy, who was born blind with a 
genetic condition inherited from 
his mother, demonstrates the 
same skills as some of the more 
illustrious aforementioned 
players. 

“The main thing with us is 
because we have so much else 
to focus on, actually when I’m 
dribbling a football, when 
I’ve got it close to my feet, I’m 
not listening for where the 
ball is, I’m only listening for 
the ball when it’s not in my 
possession,” said Roy. 

“I’m relying on my touch, so 
the important thing is to get 
lots of little touches so that 
you’re always in contact 
and always knowing 
where the ball is. 

“If somebody closes you 
down very quickly, you’re in 
a good enough position to 
be able to manipulate that 
ball into the space because it’s 
close to your feet. 

“The best players in the world do that, they 
keep the ball very close. It’s really quick feet, 
really quick movement. 

“In training, quite often, I will get a 
standard football with no sound in (footballs 
in blind football have ball bearings in 
casings inside) and dribble with it, and I can 
dribble it comfortably. Obviously, if it goes 
out of my possession and rolls away I can’t 
find it! 

“But if I keep it close at my feet I can do all 
the same things that I would do with a ball 
with a sound in it because I’m training to 
use my hearing to focus on everything else 





that’s going on 
around me.” 

Roy is a quietly-spoken 

Liverpudlian who moved 
to Cambridge last year 
after his girlfriend took up 
a job with Public Health 
England. 

When we met, he had just 
finished a tennis session with 
Vision4Growth at Hills Road 
Sports Centre, a further sign of 
the sporting skill-set of the 
31-year-old. 

You see, Roy may now 
be representing 
England on the 
football pitch, but 
during his teenage 
years and into his 20s, 
he had a very different 
sporting passion. 

And that all stems from 
his upbringing. 

“Fortunately for me, I’ve never had my 
access to sporting opportunities denied or 
limited,” said Roy, whose brother and sister 
are also blind, with sister Lora a cyclist with 
Team GB. 

“My family were incredibly supportive 
when I was growing up. I learned to kick a 
football, hold a cricket bat when I was 4 
years old, the same sort of age as a sighted 
kid would learn to start playing sport. 

“Despite going through mainstream 
education, so just school mixed with kids 
with full sight, as long as I had adaptions put 
in place, like playing football with a ball 



with a sound in it, or whatever ball sport, I 
was able to participate with everybody else. 

“My parents were always very keen to make 
sure that nobody would be putting 
unnecessary barriers in my way. I’ve been 
very, very fortunate.” 

Roy also uses the phrase “lucky enough to 
have the choice” when it comes to choosing 
his sport, but choice is about ability, not 
luck. 

During his younger years, he was on a 
development contract with UK Athletics as a 
middle-distance and cross-country runner. 

He took part at junior international level, 

but was forced to reconsider his sporting 
options as the Beijing Paralympics 
approached, when he was 21. 

After continuously breaking 
down in training, he was 
diagnosed to have fallen arches in 
his feet - hypermobility - and required 
surgery, but after being funded for surgery 
and rehab, his contract was terminated. 

Roy sought to enjoy playing sport again, 
and it was around the same time that a 
national blind football league had been set 
up, so he started training with Everton and 
fell back in love with football. 

During his first season at Everton, Roy got 
word that the England coaches were 
interested in him and he got invited to 
training camps as the selectors were putting 
together a provisional squad for the 2012 
Paralympics. 

He went on to represent Team GB in the 
five-a-side football at the London 
Paralympics, although by that time he had 


joined Leicester as Everton were no longer 
able to fund a team in the league. 

But with only eight teams taking part in the 
Paralympics in Rio this year, GB were unable 
to make it through the difficult qualification 
process. 

It was while training with England that Roy 
put the finishing touches to his game, with 
expert coaching needed, especially for 
game-specific details. 

And among the key attributes required for 
blind football is communication. 

The goalkeepers are fully sighted, but 
cannot leave their 5m by 2m area, and they 
are only allowed to talk to players in the 
defensive third of the pitch. 

A coach on the side of the pitch is allowed 
to give information to players in the middle 
third of the pitch, and then there is a guide 
behind the opposition’s goal, who is allowed 
to provide communication in the attacking 
third of the pitch. 

“So the way the communication works is 
structured, and that stops too much of an 
overlap because if you’ve got too many 
voices shouting at once it just becomes 
chaos,” said Roy. 

Spatial awareness is also crucial, and the 
boards down each side of the pitch give an 
echo location so players can judge where 
they are by sensing those solid boards. 

And asked whether general football can 
learn lessons from the skills required in 
visually impaired football, Roy certainly 
believes so. 

“Hopefully, one day I’ll have children of my 
own, and whether they were blind or sighted, 
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I would be encouraging them to play futsal 
as children, if they were interested in 
playing football,” said Roy. 

“You know when you see the Brazilians 
and Spanish players who have this fantastic 
technique and the ability to operate in such 
tight spaces, they play a lot of futsal when 
they are growing up but they also transfer 
those techniques that they learn from 
playing the small-sided game into their 
11-a-side play as well. 

“It’s starting to become more popular now, 
futsal, but when I was growing up I hadn’t 
really heard of it. 

“I’ve done blind football workshops with 
sighted people and I always say I hope that if 
you’re footballers yourself then there might 
be some things that you learn through doing 
this that you can apply to your own football. 

“And communication is definitely one of 
those key points. They say it’s something 
that they don’t always think about.” 

Having talked all things sport with Roy, it 
was time to turn the conversation back to 
that Twitter handle, and music. 

“Before I got involved in athletics, music 
was definitely my first priority, it was my 
first love,” he said. “I didn’t realise that I was 
any good at sport, I just did it purely for 
fun.” 

He played clarinet and was in the 
Liverpool Youth Orchestra, and spent his 
teenage years playing drums in bands and 
singing. 

And since moving to Cambridge, Roy has 
joined a blues band in which he plays drums 
and sings. 


“We rehearse fairly regularly,” he added. 
“It’s great to have that hobby that I just 
purely do for enjoyment.” 

On that note, with Pudsey his guide dog 
just starting to snore during a long sleep, it 
was almost time to wrap up the interview. 

Maybe Pudsey was grateful for the much- 
deserved break, as Roy seems to have a 
hectic diary. 

Having been centrally contracted and full¬ 
time with England for more than two-and-a- 
half years, he has also set up a multi-sport 
club in Liverpool. 

And he is a ‘Sportivator’ for the Sport for 
Schools scheme, which is aimed at GB 
athletes running fitness circuits and 
inspiring youngsters, and on his profile page 
his motto is ‘if your dreams don’t scare you, 
they aren’t big enough’. 

So it seems fitting to ask Roy where his 
drive and inspiration comes from? 

“One of the things that has really helped 
me is that my access to sport was never 
limited,” he said. 

“Everything I chose to do, I was never 
denied the opportunity to do it. 

“My parents don’t mind what I do, as long 
as I’m busy. 

“It’s not the disability that makes you 
disabled, it’s the people around you if they 
don’t give you the support. 

“If you never have that ‘you can’t do this 
because you’re blind’, you bring in the rules 
that make things accessible for you.” 

He added: “It’s accepting the things you 
can’t do and then making the most of the 
things you can.”

Buyers 'turning 
backs on diesel' 


C AR buyers are turning their 
backs on diesel powered cars 
in favour of petrol models 
according to new research by 
Whatcar.com. 

The changing mood among 
buyers is reflected in the latest What 
Car? Intelligence survey results, 
which indicate that more than seven 
in 10 would be likely or very likely 
to choose a petrol car, compared 
with the four in 10 who would 
consider buying a diesel. 

With engine performance and 
good fuel consumption being rated 
as the two most important factors 
for car buyers, the shift from diesel 
to petrol is more about running 
costs than concerns about the 
environment, following the diesel 
emissions scandal last year. 

In recent years, diesel car sales 
have matched or exceeded petrol 
sales; in 2014 and 2015, diesel 
models represented 50.1 per cent 
and 48.5 per cent market share 
respectively. 

More than 84 per cent of

car buyers surveyed are also 
worried about possible legislation 
changes that may affect the cost 
of ownership of diesel cars in the 
future, such as the retail price, fuel 
duty and vehicle road tax. 

The research also shows hybrids 
and electric cars are even less 


tempting for prospective car buyers, 
with between 12 per cent and 
32 per cent of buyers considering 
diesel or petrol hybrid vehicles; 
more than 48 per cent of buyers 
would be very unlikely to consider 
an electric car, backing up the fact 
buyers are less concerned about 
being green. 

What Car ? editor, Steve 
Huntingford, said: "There appears 
to have been a dramatic shift in the 
petrol and diesel sales seesaw. In the 
2000s, legislation changes resulted 
in a diesel boom but after last year's 
revelations and the emergence of 
extremely efficient downsized petrol 
engines, the tide has now turned. 

"Buyers appear not to be overly 
concerned about environmental 
factors. Car buying is usually 
determined by the financial aspects 
of the purchase; if buyers fear 
a diesel crackdown and petrol 
engines are cheaper to buy while 
being almost as efficient, it's easy 
to understand the changes taking 
place."
